Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  Math  your  instructions,  there  is  sub¬ 
mitted  a  digest  of  state  costs  and  cost  factors  contained  in  bills  intro¬ 
duced  prior  to  the  constitutional  recess  in  the  1951  General  Session  of 
the  Legislature. 

This  digest  represents  an  attempt  to  analyze  simply  those  bills 
containing  direct  or  implied  costs  to  the  State.  It  is  probable  that  out 
of  a  total  of  more  than  5,000,  some  bills  containing  state  costs  have 
been  inadvertently  overlooked.  It  is  also  recognized  that  in  these  indi¬ 
vidual  bill  analyses  room  exists  for  differences  of  opinion,  particularly 
where  data  were  subject  to  interpretation  or  where  different  sources  of 
information  have  been  used.  For  this  reason,  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  indicating  basic  cost  factors  and,  where  possible,  a  breakdown  of 
the  method  used  in  estimating  costs.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  use 
data  secured  from  state  agencies  affected  and  other  standard  sources. 

While  recognizing  the  report’s  shortcomings,  it  is  our  hope  that 
this  first  attempt  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  listing  of  all  bills  con¬ 
taining  costs  to  the  State  will  provide  the  committee  and  the  Legislature 
with  information  which  will  be  of  genuine  assistance  in  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  proposed  legislation.

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INTRODUCTION 


Members  of  the  1951  California  Legislature  introduced  5,320  bills 
including*  resolutions  and  proposed  constitutional  amendments.  Of  this 
total  1,112  are  included  in  this  report  as  having  direct  or  implied 
costs  to  the  State,  and  of  these,  403  contain  direct  appropriations  or 
are  of  such  nature  that  estimates  of  their  cost  are  feasible.  Cost  esti¬ 
mates  are  not  currently  feasible  as  far  as  the  remaining  709  bills  are 
concerned. 

A  total  figure  for  the  cost  of  all  proposed  bills  is  not  presented  for 
the  reason  that  such  a  figure  has  no  significance.  While  cost  estimates 
for  individual  bills  and  for  combinations  of  bills  are  significant,  it  is 
recognized  that  the  same  significance  cannot  be  assigned  to  a  total 
figure.  This  is  for  several  reasons:  (1)  The  total  is  in  no  sense  “a 
legislative  program”  but  the  sum  of  all  legislative  programs;  (2)  it 
represents  only  a  part  of  the  cost  bills;  (3)  it  includes  double  costs  in 
many  cases  where  two  or  more  bills  cover  the  same  ground  in  whole  or 
in  part,  and  (4)  proposals  for  bond  issues  are  included  which  total 
more  than  $5,000,000,000,  an  amount  sufficient  to  distort  what  might 
otherwise  be  a  reasonable  perspective. 

In  this  report,  each  bill  containing  a  state  cost  has  been  treated 
according  to  a  simple  form  showing  its  number,  author,,  bills  identical 
to  it,  brief  statement  of  purpose,  committee  to  which  referred,  fund  from 
which  payment  will  be  made,  cost,  and  explanation  as  to  the  cost 
analysis  or  lack  of  it.  It  should  be  noted  that  ‘"costs”  are  not  limited 
to  General  Fund  activities.  All  bills  containing  state  costs,  whether 
supported  by  general  taxes  or  license  fees  against  certain  groups  of 
persons,  are  included  in  this  digest.  The  digest  in  each  case  indicates 
the  source  of  the  funds  affected  by  proposed  state  costs. 

Cost  figures  are  described  as  “direct,”  i.e.,  appropriated  as  such 
in  the  bills,  or  “estimated,”  i.e.,  established  after  consultation  with 
informed  persons,  generally  within  the  administrative  agency  contain¬ 
ing  the  activity  affected,  or  by  evaluation  of  other  existing  data.  In  each 
case  where  costs  are  estimated,  some  explanation  of  the  basis  for  the 
estimate  is  made  or  its  source  is  given. 

Continuing  costs  generally  are  identified  by  the  notation  that  they 
are  “yearly,”  the  cost  being  estimated  on  a  going  concern  basis.  Changes 
in  the  data  would,  of  course,  require  revisions  in  these  estimated  future 
costs  from  year  to  year.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  estimate  continuing 
costs  where  a  bill  makes  a  direct  appropriation. 

Cost  estimates  are  impossible  or  impracticable  for  many  bills. 
Where  such  is  the  case,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  some  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  factors  involved.  Frequently  the  provisions  of  a  bill  are  so 
general  that  its  ultimate  cost  will  depend  simply  upon  how  muck  money 
the  Legislature  appropriates  for  that  purpose. 

Except  for  certain  bills  pertaining  to  the  salaries  and  number  of 
judges  and  certain  school  personnel,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
estimate  the  increased  cost  to  the  State  in  terms  of  pensions  as  reflected 
in  salary  or  wage  increases.  However,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that

almost  every  salary  or  wage  increase,  whether  by  a  proposal  of  general 
application  or  by  one  providing  for  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  official,  would  result  in  added  pension  costs  to  the  State.  Esti¬ 
mates  of  possible  pension  costs  have  been  omitted  because  of  various 
unknown  factors  pertaining  to  the  numerous  classes  of  employees,  their 
ages,  length  of  service,  etc. 

It  has  been  pointed  out,  regarding  total  state  costs,  that  two  or 
more  bills  sometimes  contain  the  same  cost  features.  Because  it  would 
require  frequent  attempts  to  determine  the  intent  of  bills  in  order  to 
determine  the  extent  of  their  duplication,  only  those  bills  which  are 
identical  in  language  are  listed  as  ‘  ‘  duplicates 7  7  in  this  report.  In  these 
cases  cross-references  are  made  between  bills  which  are  identical.  On  the 
other  hand,  no  attempt  lias  been  made  to  cross-reference  bills  which 
duplicate  by  intent,  however  obvious.
